Particularly sad is the delusion being 
perpetuated on hundreds of thousands 
of California's older citizens that Pro- 
position No. 25—the so-called “ham and 
eggs” proposal—will provide them with 
“$30 Every Thursday” and thereby re- 
solve all their difficulties. 


If this twentieth century hoax shouid 
be enacted, it would be almost certain 
to be declared unconstitutional. 

But if, by wild chance, it escaped 
that fate. it would bankrupt the state 
if actually placed in operation—and 
the pension system would go down into 
bankruptcy along with everything else. 

California bankers have announced 
officially (despite all claims of pension 
patent medicine men to the contrary) 
that they would not and could not ac- 
cept the pension warrants In exchange 
for cash. or for deposit, investment, or 
loan collateral. 

And if the bankers will not accept 
them, neither can California merch- 
ants—for the Warrants must be kept in 
circulation to maintain their theoreti- 
cal value. It stands to reason that if 
merchants can net exchange such war- 
rants at the bank for cash, nor give 
them to their manufacturers or whole- 
salers in trade (‘and certainly they 
can’t. for the warrants will have no 
value outside of California), any mer- 
chant who sought to handle 
would soon go bankrupt. 

But apart from all this, any reason- 
able person, if he pauses to consider, 
cannot help but see the fallacy in the 
“$30 Every Thursday” scheme. If the 
plan were actually placed in operation. 
the average retired citizen in Califor- 
nia would receive more for doing no- 
thing than the average worker receiv- 
ed for working. That is “something for 
nothing” carried to the extreme, for 
it places a premium on indolence—and 
places pensions above paychecks. 

The present state sales tax —Cali- 
fornia’s greatest revenue producer-—- 
yields slightly less than $100,000,000 per 
year. The stamp tax on the “ham and 
egg” warrants—to be effective—would
